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Colonel White: 


a« Noted, that he had received a number of complaints on the Executive 
Order concerning the dismissal of employees due to excessive heat. He went 
on to say that in each instance those concerned had been advised that this 
Agency had no authority to change the directive contained in this Order; however, 
our officials in position of responsibility should use their own judgment in 
this matter. The Director stated that (1) since there was only about a 3>0-$0 
chance that we would get the Munitions Building, immediate steps should be taken 
to refurbish and air condition our present buildings; (2) annual leave would not 
be charged to those people dismissed on account of the heat. Col. White noted 
that a study was already under preparation which would cover (1) above and that 
the Bureau of the Budget had requested we not purchase air conditioning equipment 
until the legal problems involved had been ironed out with Budget and GSA. The 
Director stated that notwithstanding this fact we would go ahead and purchase 
window-type air conditioners for Quarters I and, in the event we did move to 
the Munitions Building, this equipment could be well used there.
